The Industrial commission 
Sat- 


urday issued a statement correct- 
ing ii story sen out that tfte legis- 
lature has passed a bill providing 
that no child labor 
permits 
will 


hereafter bo required during school 
vacations. This story was made 
up out of whole doth and has no 
foundation in fact. 
Permits are 


•till required for work during vaca- 
tions other than for work on farms 
nr,d in domestic service. They are 
still oven required for regular do- 
mestic 
service, in 
continuation 


school cities. 


The bill which the legislature did 


pass was the J. E. Johnson bill, 
which -provides that no permits are 
necessary for work don© around the 
homo and not in the regular course 
of the business of the 
employer, 


where such work is done after school 
and during school vacations. 
This 


bill was intended to obviate the 
necessity for permits for casual work 
•round homes, such as snow-shov- 
elling, cutting lawns, and taking 
CRTO of babies. As a matter of fact, 
nobody ever secured 
pea-milis 
for 


this class of casual work around 
homes, although permits have> here- 


- toforo been required by law. The 


bill correcting this 
anomaly 
was 


drafted by tho Industrial c«mmis 
sion, at the request of Mr. JoShosqn, 
and was supported by the commis- 
sion, 
The 
present 
legislature ^ - 


strengthened, and not weakened 'the 
child labor law. 
A bill haa been 


passed by both houses, and approved 
by the governor, which raises the 
educational qualifications for regu- 
lar child labor permits to comple- 
tion of the common school course 
or nine years attendance in school 
Another bill which has been passcc 
prohibits newspaper advertising for 
the labor of children, for which reg 
ular permits are required.'

NEW YORK— The thud bout for 


the world's heavyweight champion- 
ship under no decision' rules at a 
limited number of rounds r/ill be 
underway when Jack Dempsey and 
Georges Carpentier square off in the 
Jersey City ring, July 2. The only

similar conditions were the Willard- 
Moran 10-round battle at New York 
March 25, 1916, 
and the 
Willard- 


Dempsey, contest at Toledo, 0., July 
4, 1919. The first bout went the 
limit, Willard gaining the popular 
verdict. At Tqledo, Dempsey knock- 
ed out his opponent in the tSird of 
the scheduled 12-round bout. 


Modern ring history in the heavy- 


weight division is considered to have 
begun when John L. Sullivan knock- 
ed out Paddy Ryan in nine rounds 
at Mississippi City, Miss., Feb. 7, 
1892. Including that contest and 
the one in which Marvin Hart de- 
feated Jack Root to gain the title 
relinquished by Jim Jeffries, 
there 


tiave been 24 championship bouts. 
The longest was that in which John 
L. Sullivan knocked out Jake Kil- 
rain in 75 rounds at Richburg, Miss., 
the shortest that in which Tommy 
Burns stopped Bill Squires in one 
round at Colma, CaL^uly 4, 1$07. 


By the average duration of these 


championship contests, which is a 
trifle under 15 rounds, Deropsey and

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LaFollette And Merchant Marine 


Senator Demands Inquiry Into Conspiracy To Drive American 


Ships From Seas; Introduces Resolution. 


T 


HE marine lockout and strike will be the subject of a sweep- 
ing Investigation by the United States Senate, if a resolu- 


' tion Introduced by Robert M. La Follette is carried. Moreover, 
the Wisconsin senator will spring a few sensations when he calls 
up the measure for action. He has'served notice that he "would 
submit some remarks about it at the earliest opportunity." 


The resolution is introduced because "hundreds of ships 


are Idle, Including those owned by the Government and those pri- 
vately owned, and many thousands of men are out of employ- 
ment." The investigation is to cover the following points: 


1. The causes of the present controversy; 
2. The question of wages and working- conditions involved 


In the controversy; 


3. The claims and contentions of the respective parties and 


the merits thereof; 


4. The condilidns existing in the marine service on both 


publicly and privately owned ships; 


^ 5. The methods and practices of the Shipping Board. 


On the latter point, the language of the resolution is omin 


ous: "Resolved, that said committee thoroughly investigate the 
methods and practices of said Shpiping Board, and the agree 
ments, understandings, and relation is, if any exist, between 
the ship owners or operators in the United States, including said 
Shipping Board, and all associations of ship owners, among 
themselves, and with the ship owners or operators or associa- 
tions thereof in other countries, and any control, or attempt to 
control the shipping interests or business of this country, or any 
portion thereof, or the regulation thereof, by any foreign in- 
terests, concerns, or influence whatsoever, and to report its find- 
Ings and conclusions thereon to the Senate with all convenient 
speed." 


The resolution further points out that "the settlements re- 


cently made of strikes and controversies between seamen and 
ship owners and operators in Great Britain and other countries 
have released the full maritime resources of those countries to 
compete with the disorganized merchant marine of this coun- 
try. 
The continued idleness of our ships and men, which must 


result in closing foreign markets to our agricultural and other 
products,^ except as they may be carried in foreign ships and 
upon terms dictated by foreign rivals, presents a situation which 
menaces the interests of all classes of people." 


The loss to the owners of the ships, including the Govern- 


ment, as a result of the first month of the controversy is esti- 
mated by Senator La Follette at $30,000,000, and the loss to the 
men in wages alone at several million dollars monthly. 


Finally, the resolution calls attention to the fact that 


"grave charges against the integrity and efficiency of the man 
agement by the Shipping Board of the public business and the 
property committed to its care have been made in the press and 
in the public debate in the United States Senate." 


Which calls to mind that_almost a month ago Andrew Furu- 


seth, president of the International Seamen's Union, openly 
charged that the existing maritime lockout is the result of a 
world-wide conspiracy to drive the American merchant marine 
from the seas. 


The United States Shipping Board is revealed in the role 


of a strike breaker, in a letter just received at the headquarters 
of the International Seamen's Union of America, The letter tells 
Us own story:

prospective seaman's name, Wm. Colten, is inserted in ink. 
It is evident that Colten's case is not an isolated one, inasmuch 
as the drafting of a typewritten form letter has been resorted to. 


The fare from Chicago to Seattle is over $100. The Pullman 


.costs $25. 
Add to this meals and tips en route, and hotel ex- 


penses at Seattle until the scab has signed up for his job—and 
it Is not difficult to demonstrate that at least $150 per man is 
paid by the Shipping Board out of American taxpayers' funds 
to assist the Admiral Line, a private concern, to break the 
strike.

FOR NORTHERN PARK 


[To the Editor] Mailing you sep- 


arately a booklet describing the 
Northern Lakes Park region, and 
would like very .much to gain.your 
personal interest in the movement 
for the acquisition of the best part 
of it as a state park. 


This booklet has no' apparent 


sponsor, for the sole reason that no 
one is seeking notoriety. However, 
the writer 
took all the pictures 


which accompany it, 
aside from 


those which appear at the foot of 
page five, last fall, right in the pro- 
posed state area, and the three men- 
tioned were likewise taken, there, 
and also personally prepared the 
park map, very carefully, from the 
plats of government surveys, re- 
liable information 
and 
personal 


knowledge, and wrote the text, and 
will vouch for the truth of state- 
ments made. There is no sinister 
or selfish interestt-back of the move- 
ment in any way. None of the peo- 
ple promoting it have any interest 
in any of the lands involved, and 
you may be absolutely sure that 
the proposition is entirely clean. 


I -mention this because, in your 


issue of April 30th, in the "Voice of 
the People" column, there appeared 
a letter, signed by-one "Josh Corn- 
cob," which amounted to a sugges- 
tion that some real estate dealers 
are back of it. 


The truth of the matter is that 


the lands in this vicinity are owned 
almost entirely by different lumber 
companies. They are forested lands 
and not "cut over." In this respect, 
this proposition 
differs 
radically: 


from one which gained an unenvia- 
ble reputation, where the lands had 
been denuded. As .you know, Wis- 
consin forests are'dwindling rapid- 
ly—much more so than people who 
live in the lower part of the state 
realize^-and the result is that -the 
remaining timber is always advanc- 
ing in value. During the past five 
years, it is safe to say, timber lands 
in this state have advanced in value 
from 300 to 600:per.cent, and it IB 
prtJbably just'as safe to presume 
that the Jiexfiew years will see a 
similar advance.. This being..true, 
you can see'that the; lumbermen are 
not anxious to .sell,their timbered 
holdings; -In-fact^haye never known 
of an. instance where a; lumber com- 
pany .disposed .of -any such- lands, 
unless to some, similar concern. 


In acquiring this »rea, which will 


be worth fir-mar*'to the jveocle. per- 


manently preserved for their own 
use, than it will cost, the state need 
not pay for any of it any more than 
the land is worth.. -When the legis- 
lature announces its determination 
to take over the tract—7,800 acres 
•—the Conservation commission will 
send its cruisers over it, to make a 
careful estimate of the timber and 
land, values, etc., as to each de- 
scription, and, having that informa- 
tion, the state, in negotiating pur- 
chases, will know when too much is 
being asked, and can, if necessary, 
institute condemnation proceedings 
Personally believe many of the larg- 
er owners will make more1 than a fair 
price. In case condemnation is had, 
however, the state is, not required to 
show necessity of taking, the sole 
question being as to actual value. 
.Simply mention this as bearing on 
the question whether any real estate 
dealer would have an opportunity to 
make any clean up. 


A park like this, once acquired, 


would pay the expense of its devel- 
opment, in the matter of opening up 
highways, etc. In the Adirondacks 
•State park, in New - York, a fee of 
50 cents is charged each person, 
visiting the park, and, the income 
from that source, as well as from 
concessions, which are regulated, by; 
the way, as to their charges, such' 
as for hotel rates, auto and boat 
liveries, stores, etc., and from rental 
of frontage, not required for general 
use. for .cottages, camps andj the 
like, has been more than sufficient, 
during the past ten years, to de- 
velop facilities and conveniences of 
the park, and in fact has already 
.created a surplus, from which, as. I 
am'informed, a very substantial ad- 
dition was made to toe park, within 
a few weeks, something like 24,000 
acres, including. all the slopes of 
another 
mountain. 
The. United' 


States government handles its na-' 
tional parks in the game manner, 
the entrance fee in the-Yellowstone 
being, as I recall it. ?7.50 per car— 
am certain it ir, not less than $7.00, 
and "wo on. In the- Estes National 
pwk, in Colorado, a friend tells me 
ft «wt him $4.50 to get in with his 
CMV 
. • 
• 
' 


At first blush one is inclined to 


think perhaps that the people should 
be entitled 
to 
free-use of these 


parks, but the sound policy seems 
to . be. after, the park is once set 
apart; to let the.people, who :use'lt 
bear the expense, .whatever it is, of 
develanmeni. All 
' ' 


being regulated, no unreasonable 
charge tan be made. 


As to this park, decided not to re- 


fer, in,the booklet, to the question 
of cost, for the reason that the s/,e- 
cial legislative investigating com- 
mittee will obtain reliable informa- 
tion as to that and report it to the 
legislature. It is not going to cost 
as much as some may think, as 
nearly as I can ('figure it, on best 
estimate's obtainable, as well as per- 
sonal .familiarity, what will amount, 
on the average, per capita, 'to less 
than one cent. 


Statements made in.the booklet, 


to the effect that, unless the legisla- 
ture acts, at this session, to pre- 
serve the portion selected, logging 
operations will be resumed, and that 
another session would be too late to 
save it. are absolutely true 
The 


committee'will see enough to satisfy 
them as to that when they get on 
the ground. Only the prospects of 
favorable action at this session en- 
abled us to persuade the companies 
to stop, in the nick of time, to give 
the legislature a chance, and we had 
a.lot of trouble in arranging it. 


Within the past two years the 
state of South Dakota, which, has a 
population much lower than ours, 
and a valuation far lower, has made 
appropriations of fully a million and 
a third, dollars for the acquisition of 
85,000 acres in the Black Hil'ls for a 
state park. In attending the Na- 
tional Conference on Parks at Des 
Moines last January, me.t the 'then 
governor of South Dakota, now U. 
S. Senator Norbeck, who was active 
in securing the acquisition of .that 
park for his state, and he told me 
that/as he put it, the appropriations 
were voted by a "farmer legisla- 
ture.". 


Meant to mention that any state- 


ments made anywhere, to the effect 
that the Northern Lakes Park is 
largely swamp are based upon in- 
'formation which is absolutely un- 
true. What little there is, less than 
two per 'cent of .the total land area, 
and probably nearer one per cent, is 
"green," covered with spruce, bal- 
sam and cedar, .and is very beautiful 
in itself. There' is none of it that 
you could not .walk over any season, 
and you woujd count it one of the 
things worth seeing. 


No one need fear any ..harm from 


the Northern Lakes Park. It- is a 
.wonderful region and the best of 
its kind. Wisconsin is losing mil- 
lions, each year, because we have 
failed to provide suitable attractions 
to tourists. : It is estimated that 
this traffic in 1900'brought to Mich- 
igan. 75 million dollars. We got but 
10 million-
